Land Surveyors’ Convention. 

A Convention of Land Surveyors througb- 
out the State is to be held at Springfield on 
Wedoesday, the 5th day of January next, to 
consult upon matters of general interest to 
the protession, with a view to amending the 
laws in regard to surveying. — 

The law not being definite in regard to the 
mode of surveying, a great diversity of opin- 
ion and practice existe among Surveyors in 
the different counties of the State, as to the 
proper mode of subdividing interior and frac- 
tional sections, aod of restoring lost section 
acd quurter section corners. In consequence 
of this diversity, vexatious disputes are con- 
stantly arising, and much uncertainty is felt 
iu regard to the permanency of lines estab- 
lished by any Surveyor. Costly and- perma- 
nent improvements are being made by land- 
owners, and it becomes a matter of much im- 
portance to have boundaries uniformly and 
accurately deflued. In order to adopt a un- 
form practice, and one in accordance with the 
United States surveys, a consultation of Sur- 
veyors, both official and private, throughout 
the State, seems desirable, and accordingly a 
Convention has been called as above stated, 
at which all interested are invited to attend.
